Colonel Wilds FP. Richardson, re- 
tired, United States brigadier general 
during the World War, died Monday 
at the Walter Reed hospital in Wash- 
ington, D. C. He had been a patient 
at the hospital two months. He was 
buried in the cadet cemetery at West 
Point. 

He was a native of Texas and was 
appointed to the United States Mili- 


‘tary academy from Texas, was grad- 


uated in the class of 1884, and was 
connected with the infantry 
of the service. 

During the World War Colonel 
Richardson was. stationed at Camp 
Gordon for three or four months, be- 
fore being transferred overseas. He 
served the government in Alaska for 
“ years as a road builder and it was 
because of that experience that he

in Archangel in north Russia. He 


was awarded the distinguished service 


medal for his work in Russia.

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FW BANK SYSTEM 
NEEDED, SAYS POLE 


Atlantic City, N. J.. May 23.—(#) 
Pointing to the loss of 79 banks from 
the national banking .system in the 
last six months becanse the banks 
found it, more advantageous to oper- 
ate under state charters than under 
the national bank charter, Comptroller 
of the Curreney Pole today told the 
Maryland Bankers Association a new 
banking policy to meet present-day 
condifaons must be formulated. 

Pole said the old-fashicned unit 
bank which confined its activities to 
the community in which it originated 
was finding it more difficult to oper- 
ate with costs increasing and in- 
come: declining. It was a ques- 
tion, he said, whether it could 
survive. Group banking, he con- 
tinued. had shewn an amazing 
growth and branch banking limited by 
the federal laws, had expanded under 
the state laws. 

“Within recent months,” Pole said, 
“the trend toward trust company 
charters by national banks has been 
alarmingly accentuated. Great bank 
consolidations of national banks and 
trust companies are taking place in 
which the national charters are being 
given up. 

“Within the past six months 79 na- 
tional banks with aggregate resvurces 
of two and a quarter billions have 
passed over under state jurisdiction. 
It is quite evident that it is being 
found more advantageous to carry on 
business of banking under trust com- 
pany charters.’

William F. Centner, U. S. Ex- 


pert, Submits Report of 
Candler Field Survey. 


Declaring that Atlanta's geographic 
location afid its importance as a busi- 
ness center make 
center, William F. Centner, airport 
specialist of the department of com- 
merce, ‘Khureday submitted a report 
of his survey. of Candler field to 
Mayor I. N, Ragsdale in which he 
urged establishment of a class “A-1-A” 
landing field. 

The condition of the field at this 
time is-dangerous and is listed as un- 
rafe because of the fact that runways 
are short and that there is a ridge 
running almost through the center of 
the airport, the report points out. 

Urizes Airport Expert. 

One of the prime recommendations 
is that an airport expert be employed 
to survey the field and segregate va- 
rious activities in order to utilize the 
field to the maximum degree. 

Since Mr. Centner’s survey, how- 
ever, George H. Prudden, vice presi- 
cent of the Atlanta Airport Corpora- 
tion and formerly connected with large 
aviation developments in Detroit and 
California, and Judge Marshall, of 
the office of Chief of Construction 
(Jarke Donaldson, have made such an 
allocation of the terrain of the field. 

Recommendations which Mr. Cent- 
ner made follow:
